As I WATCHED the schoolchildren paying their annual tribute 
to the rhemory of Queen Victoria at the LO.D.E. Empire 

Day seryice in the ‘grounds of the Parliament Buildings the 

other day, I mused again on the matter of memorials. 

With the exception of this monument to “Victoria the Good" 
and the famous one to Rabbie Burns in Beacon Hill Park, this 
capital city is notably lacking in—or should I say free from?—
